mercantile ‘complaints failed to fulfill 
the needs of commerce in the rest of 
the Empire. There were, furthermore, 
regional differences and local prejudices 
which induced the writing of statutes 
and administrative rules perculiar to 
the supposed requirements of business 
in Bilbao or Seville or Mexico City. 
Not until 1829 was the heterogeneous 
and haphazard development of Spanish 
mercantile jurisprudence ended by the 
adoption of a commercial code and uni- 
form commercial tribunals.

Despite diversity of time and place, 
the pronounced similarity of structure 
and function unifies the history of mer- 
chant guilds and guild-courts both in 
Spain and in her colonies. Though of- 
ten dissimilar with respect to descrip-

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deal with administrative and economic 
questions as well as with the judicial 
aspects of the guild-court. 

The following lists cover thirty-six 
Consulados, which I believe to be the 
total number of institutions of this type 
established in the Spanish world from 
the Middle Ages to the end of the 
colonial period.* Since many of the 
items are scarce and difficult to find, 
the bibliography serves to locate most 
of the publications cited. Not all the 
pieces to this puzzle of consular charters 
and ordinances have been found. The 
errors of omission and commission may 
be numerous, and the writer would not 
be unreceptive to advice concerning the 


shortcomings on either count. 


I.. Consulados in Spain and its 
European Possessions

?The Consulado of Perpignan belongs in this 
bibliography, as most of its history falls within the 
period (to 1659) when Roussillon formed a part of 
\ragon; but the Consulados of Montpellier and Mar- 
seille have been excluded. In view of the Aragonese 
and, later, Spanish influence in Sicily and Sardinia, 
the Consulados of Messina, Trapani, and Cagliari 
may appear to have been excluded arbitrarily. Per- 
haps the Consulado of Malta should have been in- 
cluded. 

\s for the American Consulados, those of An- 
gostura and Puebla do not properly belong in the 
colonial period: but both of these institutions expired 
before the national governments had become firmly 
e tablished. Finally, the present bibliography fails 
to record a number of Hispanic American Consu- 
lados, some established for the first time and others 
re-established during the nineteenth century by the 
independent governments of Argentina, Chile, and 
Guatemala.

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MICROCARDS AND LEGAL MATERIALS 


By FREMONT RIDER

A little over a year ago a book ap- 
peared entitled The Scholar and the 
Future of the Research Library,’ em- 
bodying some four years of study and 
experiment and proposing what was, 
in essence, a new form of publication, 
the microcard. A “microcard,” it 
should be explained for the benefit of 
those who have not read the book, is a 
standard size library catalog card which 
has on its face a cataloging, in more 
or less the conventional library form 
(and an abstract) of a given book, 
periodical or manuscript item, and, on 
its back, a microprint (1. e., a very much 
reduced photographic transcription) of 
the item which is cataloged on its face. 

Microfilm, read in magnification, in 
proper reading machines, by means of 
transmitted light shining through a film, 
we have had for many years. Micro- 
print, on paper, read in magnification, 
by means of reflected light, is a com- 
paratively recent process, rendered pos- 
sible by the development a few years 
ago by Mr. Albert Boni of New York 
of the first practicable microprint read- 
ing machine. 

The amount of material which can be 
crowded in this much reduced form on 
the back of an ordinary 7% x 12% cm. 
(3 x 5 inch) catalog card is, to the 
uninitiated, rather astounding. At pres- 
ent it is technically possible to get some- 
where between one hundred and two 
hundred pages of an ordinary octavo 
law book on such a card ; but the experts 
assure us that, within a very few years,

it is going to be possible to include five 
hundred pages. 


Microcards, like other microprint, 
and microfilm, have to be read by means 
of some form of special reading ma- 
chines devised for the purpose. These 
machines are at present as bulky as 
cabinet radios, and cost from $200 to 
$300 each; but there is every expecta 
tion that their wide use will, by per 
mitting bulk production, make them 
much cheaper, and there is hope that 
they can eventually be made much 
smaller, perhaps even portable—briet 
case contraptions, as it were. 

The reception which the microcard 
idea has met with has been a far more 
favorable one than its author ever ex 
pected would be the case. The Scholar 
has sold—and is still selling—in liter 
ally every corner of the world ; and, out 
of the hundreds of letters and reviews 
which have come in regarding it, per 
haps 90 per cent have been enthusiasti 
cally approving and less than half a 
dozen forthrightly critical. This almost 
unanimously favorable reception has 
not, however, blinded those responsible 
for the development of the microcard 
idea to the many practical problems that 
must be solved before microcards can 
become a practical everyday working 
tool, nor to the fact that difficulties 
now entirely unforeseen may even yet 
prevent their ever becoming an im- 
portant reality. It is, for instance, es- 
sential to insure such a standardization 
of microcard size and format as_ will 
enable all cards to be read on all avail- 




















able reading machines, and that will 
also assure their automatic “‘interfilabil- 
ity” regardless of source. To secure this 
minimum of standardization 
an official Microcard Committee was 
set up a year ago to direct all further 
microcard development. This Commit- 
tee, which represents in its membership 
all of the five largest libraries in the 
country (Library of Congress, Harvard, 
New York Public, Yale and Columbia ) 
and five national library associations 
(including the American Library Asso- 
Research Li- 


essential 


ciation, Association of 
braries and Association of College and 
keference Libraries), has already held 
a series of conferences and has issued 
a preliminary report of progress. 

No single professional field has ex- 
pressed more interest in the possibilities 
of microcards for itself than that of the 
law. The author of The Scholar has 
received personal letters of inquiry from 
a large number of lawyers (many of 
them leaders of the American bar) and 
from two law publishing firms. Recently 
he had the privilege of discussing law- 
microcard possibilities at a meeting of 
the Law Library Association of Greater 
New York. 

What are these possibilities? Legal 
literature is enormous in volume, ex- 
ceeded, among the professions, perhaps 
only by that of medicine, if by it. Un- 
like medicine, however, legal literature, 
theoretically at least, never becomes 
outmoded: a decision two centuries old 
may be as “leading” today as it was 
when it was made ; and in some obscure 
ebiter dicta of some minor and now long 
dead jurist an assiduous present day 
legal researcher may hit upon the exact 
missing link of legal concept which he 
needs to make his argument complete. 
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Sut although, in a very real sense, the 
materials of the law are never absolutely 
outmoded, it is true that the over- 
whelming use of them is a use of recent 
statutes and decisions. Also it is a use 
of the materials of one’s own legal 
jurisdiction. And in this distinction be- 
tween much-used and little-used there 
lies, it seems likely, the clue to the pos- 
sible place in the field of the law for 
microprint. If, in the average law of- 
fice, 2,000 volumes are going to answer 
90 per cent of all research demand, 
while 10 per cent of demand is scat- 
tered over 50,000 volumes, then that 
average office might very well arrange 
to have a “library” consisting of two 
thousand volumes in book form and ten 
thousand volumes, or twenty thousand 
volumes, or as many volumes as you 
will, in microcard form. For, in most 
metropolitan offices, rental is a costly 
item of overhead expense, and law books 
(in book form) are not only bulky to 
shelve; they are costly to buy. The 
Scholar itself never foresaw microcards 
taking the place of all books—or even 
of most books, if “most” be defined in 
terms of use. Books in book form will 
still be the research worker’s main tool. 
The economies of microcard reproduc- 
tion will become important only for 
little-used materials. 

In the work of the lawyer the distinc- 
tion between “much-used” and “‘little 
used”—between books in book form 
and books in microcard form—is going, 
very naturally, to vary as between one 
law office and another. The large 
metropolitan law office is going to find 
many more books necessary than is the 
small country office. Also it is going 
to have the means to buy them. The 
young attorney, in a little office of his

own, relies, in his daily work, on fewer 
hooks; and, for financial reasons, he 
will have to “draw the microcard line” 
further down in laying out his library 
acquisitional policy. But for every law 
office, each in its own range of pur- 
chases, microcards may very well save 
a lot of tedious running to bar associa- 
tion and court libraries. 

Which brings us to the question: 
what will these proposed microcard edi- 
tions of law books cost? This it is still 
not possible to answer exactly. But, 
for the usual run of law reports for 
example, microcard “books” will prob- 
ably not cost over 10 per cent, and al- 
most surely not over 20 per cent, of 
the purchase cost of the same material 
in its conventional book form. And to 
this saving of from 80 per cent to 90 
per cent in purchase cost will be added 
the proportionately greater saving in 
rental space. A law library of even 
5,000 volumes demands a fair sized of- 
fice of its own. In microcard form, a 
law library of as many as 50,000 vol- 
umes could be filed in a card cabinet 
five feet by five feet by two feet. 
lurthermore the microcards, just be- 
cause they are microcards, will come 
in to the law office completely cata- 
loged in advance (i. ¢., supplied with 
author headings, subject headings, case 
title headings, ete., so that the micro- 
cards may be filed, by each recipient, in 
any order or any combination of orders, 
that he pleases). 

All that microcards will require will 
be filing; whereas a law library of any 
size has to be, in some way, however 
sketchily, classified and cataloged. As 
a matter of fact, in even a private law 
office the care of the office “kbrary,” 
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when it reaches any size at all, becomes 
a full time job. 

So, if microcards do become a prac- 
ticable reality, our law offices of the 
future seem likely to be a mixture of 
much-used books (meaning the digests, 
the form books, the most-used manuals, 
and the reports and statutes of at least 
one’s own state) in book form, and 
little-used books in microprint form 
This combination will afford, as a 
whole, much more comprehensive law 
reference facilities than are available 
now, at substantial savings in total cost 
This sounds a little like magic: it is 
the magic of technological advance. 

Who will “publish” microcards—‘if, 
as and when” they ever come to be a 
commercial reality? Theif natural 
source will be our present law book 
publishing houses. They have the sales 
machinery to handle them, the editorial 
staffs to catalog and abstract them ; and 
—last but not least—they control the 
copyrights on such of our legal ma 
terials as are under copyright. The 
writer has been in conference with two 
law book publishing houses recently 
and has discussed with them the pos 
sibilities which microcards may offer. 
In due course it is altogether likely that 
some tentative experimentation in mi- 
crocard publication will be forthcom 
ing from these or other law publishing 
houses. 

We must always remember that the 
technological difficulties are not the 
only problem confronting a develop 
ment so revolutionary as the micro 
card. There is a psychological hurdle 
to surmount. It was pointed out at our 
New York meeting that lawyers won't 


be able to pencil annotations on their 


microcard texts! In other words, many 




















legal habits will have to be changed if 


microcards do come into wide use. 


Lut many legal habits of bygone days 
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have been changed by the impact of new 
inventions. The psychological hurdle 


is not an insurmountable one. 





INSURING YOUR LAW LIBRARY*

Most libraries place their fire insur- 
ance on a flat rate value per book basis, 
selecting some arbitrary figure arrived 
at in a haphazard manner. No serious 
consideration is given to the content of 
the collection nor is there any effort 
made to compute the average value of 
various groups of books.

insurer will either underestimate 
In either case this seems unintelligent 
and unwise for obvious reasons. Under- 
estimating would provide an inadequate 
recovery for replacement of the library 
in the event of a catastrophe. Over- 
valuation entails the danger of litigation 
over adjustment grants and furthermore 
means the payment of excessive pre- 
mium fees during the years that the 
policy is in force.

All insurance companies are required 
by statute to charge a set uniform rate ; 
there is little to be gained by shopping 
around. The matter of placing your in- 
surance can only take under advisement

sidewalks, streets, alleys or platforms 
within fifty feet of the building.

Looks circulated for office or home 
use or temporarily out of the library for 
binding or other reasons may be in- 
sured against fire loss by payment of 
a small additional premium and having 
a rider included in the policy to cover 
such exigencies. 

To arrive at a reasonable and fair 
valuation requires a knowledge of the 
collection and a study of the monies in- 
vested for (A) books, periodicals, docu- 
ments, ete., including gifts; (B) the 
catalog and card records; (C) furniture 
and fixtures, book stacks and other 
equipment. 

To ascertain the approximate cost of 
the book content of a collection involves 
a survey of the cost of the library from 
the date of its installation plus the an- 
nual expenditures for book additions 
and binding minus an allowance for de- 
preciation. Such information should be 
accessible from the treasurer’s books, 
library records, or receipts and from 
listed prices in publishers printed cata- 
logs or lists. 

For a law library book collection one 
could readily use the method of classifi- 
cation by groups, 7. ¢., statutes and ses- 
sion laws, reports, digests and citation 
textbooks and

(5) cents to twelve (12) cents. The 
standard library catalog tray holds about 
1,200 cards; thus a 60 tray cabinet

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cases and points and other record books, 
one should follow the same procedure 
as that used to arrive at the cataloging 
cost. 

The major expense of library equip- 
ment is that of book stacks; however,

iisurance purposes these items should 
be based upon replacement cost at cur- 


rent market prices. A reasonable sum, 
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however, should be deducted for depre- 
ciation from the total. 

Sample illustrative form tables are 
given as an addenda to this paper in an 
attempt to present a fairly comprehen- 
sive picture as to how one could ap- 
praise, for fire ifsurance purposes, a 
law library of some 40,000 volumes. 
Similar forms may be drawn up for 
smaller or larger law libraries by making 
minor changes to cover the size of the 
collection. 

There appears to be no record of any 
litigation over fire insurance policies 
issued to libraries.

SYLVESTER GILBERT'S LAW SCHOOL 


SYLVESTER GILBERT’S LAW SCHOOL AT HEBRON, 
CONNECTICUT: THE STUDENTS

A manuscript notebook kept by Ben- 
jamin Pomeroy, a student in Sylvester 
(iilbert’s law school at Hebron, Connec- 
ticut, was presented to the Yale Law 
Library and led to a study of the his- 
tory of that school. It was found that 
the brief accounts of the Hebron school 
hitherto published in local histories and 
genealogies left many questions con- 
cerning it unanswered. The Pomeroy 
notebook seemed to be the first one 
from the Gilbert school, to have been 
found in any library, and as it contained 
mitch valuable source material concern- 
ing the curriculum and methods of study 
used in the school, I summarized its 
contents in an article for the Law Li- 
ovary Journal, entitled “An Early Con- 
necticut Law School: Sylvester Gil- 
hert’s School at Hebron.” 

There were, however, some questions 
about the school not answered by any 
information found in print or in the 
notebook. 
which gave the names of the fifty-six

students, and who were the five among 
them who became members of Con- 
gress? Where had the classes been 
held, and how long a period had it taken 
to complete the course? In concluding 
my article, | expressed the hope that 
other notebooks and similar material 
might be found among family papers 
or in libraries, which would help to 
complete the history of the school and 
would answer these and other ques- 
tions concerning it. The response to 
that suggestion has been most generous.

Miss Marjorie Case, of the Reference 
Department of the Connecticut State 
Library, sent me a list of the material 
on Gilbert in their collections, and 
among the items is a typewritten list 
of Gilbert’s law students, “taken from 
a list found among his papers,’ a copy 
of which was sent to me. A list of the 
students was also sent to me by Mrs. 
Helen Earle Sellers of Hebron, a great- 
great-granddaughter of Sylvester Gil- 
bert. 

Another item preserved in the State 
Library is a photostat copy of the manu- 
script of a “Journal or Chronicle” writ- 
ten by Gilbert; later Mr. Frederick L. 
Perry of New Haven presented a copy 
of this document to the Yale Law 1 1i- 
brary. It is probably in Gilbert’s hand- 
writing. The first entry was dated 
June 25, 1785, and the latest August 
1842, thus spanning a period of fifty- 
seven years, with long intervals be- 
tween entries. Gilbert’s account of his 
law school in this manuscript is sub- 
stantially the same as that in his bio- 
graphical sketch as printed by Louise 
Beebe Wilder in Lucius Beebe of Wake- 
field, which I quoted in my former 
article. Apparently Gilbert wrote his 
reminiscences at different times for one 
or another of his descendants, and there 
were some variations in details between 
the several copies. 

The list in the Connecticut State Li- 
brary has answered the question as to 
the names of Gilbert’s students, and 
has made it possible to identify the 
ones who were members of Congress. 
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The fifty-six names contained in the 
list follow, re-arranged alphabetically.’ 
Only the names of the students were 
given, and although no extended bio- 
graphical research has at present been 
practicable, in cases in which informa- 
tion has been readily available, as in 
the alumni records of colleges, the latest

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Fifteen of Gilbert’s twenty-nine stu- 
dents who have been identified above 
were college graduates, two of Drown, 
two of Dartmouth, one of Williams, 
and the rest from Yale. This is more 
than twenty-five per cent of the total 
number. Eight of them, three more 
than the number Gilbert had claimed in 
his autobiographical sketch, represented 
their respective states in Congress, four 
from New York, two from Connecticut, 
and two from Vermont. Many were 
members of their state legislatures, and 
nearly all held local judgeships and 
other offices. This is a very creditable 
showing for a group of this size. It is 
hoped that by the publication of these 
names, libraries which have material re 
lating to the school may more readily 
identify it, and also that descendants 
of Gilbert’s law students may be able 
to furnish further information, or to 
correct errors if any have occurred. 





PUBLIC LAW LIBRARIES IN NEW YORK STATE 
By Frances D. Lyon 
State Law Librarian, New York State 


Public law libraries in New York 
state seem to have been regarded as 
orphan children, so far as classifica- 
tion in the body of our revised or con- 
solidated laws is concerned. Having 
been an unwelcome article in the Edu- 
cation Law (art. 45) they have now 
found a home in the Judiciary Law 
(art. 21) by a recent enactment of the 
legislature (Laws 1946, chapter 665). 
The law transfers the group from the 
Education Law, where they never real- 


ly belonged, to the Judiciary Law, 
which seems the logical place for law 
libraries. As stated in the 1946 Law 
(§ 844, par. 7)—‘“the purpose of this 
act is to transfer . . . all of the existing 
provisions of article forty-five of the 
Education Law and all acts amendatory 
thereof and supplemental thereto re- 
lating to law libraries, and to eliminate 
obsolete and repetitious matter there- 
from.” 

The State Law Library, however, 


























which is the largest public law library 
in the state, established in 1818, is still 
left in the Education Law (§ 1110) asa 
section of the State Library which, in 
turn, is under the State Education 
Department. 

Where to classify the group of pub- 
lic law libraries has often created a 
problem for the revisers of the laws. 
As long ago as 1890, the annual report 
of the University of the State of New 
York stated—‘Continual bills pertain- 
ing to the various law libraries owned 
by the state emphasize the confusion 
that results from lack of uniformity. 
Better results for the money would be 
gained if all these libraries were work- 
ing under a uniform law and utilizing 
each other’s experience and saving ex- 
pense by various practicable forms of 
cooperation.” (Report 1890-"91, page 
r33.) 

When the general laws of New York 
were consolidated in 1909, the Report 
of the Board of Statutory Consolida- 
tion (v.1, 2d ed., p. 1170) stated in a 
note to article 42 (Libraries) “In this 
article are grouped, with other statutes 
on the subject of Libraries, the nu- 
merous provisions relating to law li- 
braries. If the board was not restricted 
by the act which created it, instead 
of a grouping of the antiquated and 
cumbrous provisions which relate to 
law libraries a few simple general pro- 
visions could be inserted applying to 
all law libraries, and providing a uni- 
form system for their regulation and 
maintenance,’—an excellent suggestion 
but of no avail! This criticism of “an- 
tiquated and cumbrous provisions’ re- 
lating to law libraries still holds true, 
although as noted above, the 1946 law 


states that one of the objects is “to 
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eliminate obsolete and repetitious mat- 
ter.” Under the title “court of ap- 
peals libraries” there are three listed— 
the consultation library in Albany, the 
library at Syracuse and the individual 
libraries of the judges of the Court of 
Appeals. It is often asked why there 
is the so-called “Court of Appeals” li- 
brary at Syracuse, in addition to the 
one in Albany, when the court sits at 
all times in Albany. The reason is 
that many years ago the law books in 
the library of the former Court of 
Chancery were divided between Roches- 
ter and Syracuse. The law providing 
for this distribution (Laws 1849, chap- 
ter 300) changed the name from the 
“Chaneellor’s Library” to “The Li- 
brary of the Court of Appeals,” and 
directed the location of the library at 
some place “west of the seat of govern- 
ment,” as selected by the judges of the 
court. The cities of Syracuse and 
Rochester were chosen. The Rochester 
library was subsequently changed to the 
“Appellate Division Law Library, Su- 
preme Court, Fourth Department,” by 
Laws of 1900, chapter 258. 

It is interesting to note that three of 
the law libraries are designated in the 
law, as “free public libraries for the 
use of the people of the state.” These 
are the Court of Appeals Library at 
Syracuse, the Appellate Division Li- 
brary at Rochester and the Supreme 
Court Library at Buffalo. 

There are now four Appellate Divi- 
sion law libraries, for each of the judi- 
cial departments, but only the libraries 
of the first, third and fourth depart- 
ments are specifically mentioned in the 
law (§§ 813-815). The second de- 
partment law library is included “by 
implication” under § 812 which pro-

The supreme court library at Auburn 
is designated the “Supreme Court Li- 
brary . in and for the seventh judi- 
cial district,” and it is in a section of the 
law all by itself (§ 843). Why it is 
not listed with the other supreme court 
libraries in § 816 is somewhat of a 
mystery. Several of the supreme court 
libraries resulted from the gift of pri-

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Barnard memorial library ( Poughkeep- 
sie), the David L. Follett memorial li 
brary (Norwich), the Hamilton Odell 
library (Monticello), the Emory A. 
Chase memorial library (Catskill). 
Scattered around in the law are provi- 
sions for some other law libraries such 
as the city court of New York law li 
brary, the county court library in Kings 
county and also one in Queens county 
and the library of the court of general 
sessions of the county of New York.

Strange to say that for years, in the 
distribution of the state court reports 
and session laws, the public law libraries 
were not considered (except the State 
Law Library). It was not until re- 
cently that it occurred to our law-makers 
that perhaps these law libraries should 
receive the reports and session laws, as 
depository libraries. By chapter 145 
of the Laws of 1939, an amendment 
was added to § 46 of the Legislative 
Law providing that one copy of the ses 
sion laws should be distributed to each 
public law library in the state, and in 
1942 an amendment was added to § 8&4 
of the Executive Law providing for the 
distribution of the court reports to each 
public law library in the state. 


The list of “public law libraries” is 
now included each year in the state’s 
Legislative Manual and this list is fol- 
lowed in making the distribution.

Finally, in 
one and a half pages of “suggestions as 
to cases and digests,” very useful infor- 
mation is given as to where to find, 
among other things, “popular name” 
cases, legal forms approved in the Mich- 
igan Reports, the construction of words 
and phrases, lists of adjudicated patents 
and trade marks, periodical articles on 
recent important decisions on constitu- 
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tional law and administrative law deci- 
sions. There are two pages of refer- 
ences to legal forms. 

Enough has been said to indicate the 
usefulness to the members of the Mon- 
roe or any other Michigan bar of this 
book. It is an excellent introduction 
to legal bibliography and might well 
serve as a model for law library cata- 
logues in other jurisdictions.
